LOS ANGELES (NEA) 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy seems well on his way to capturing, 
in the June 4 California primary, a huge proportion of the 
union-blue-collar vote which Sen. Eugene McCarthy never has 
gained this year and Vice President Humphrey is supposed 
to get nationally. 
Private polls taken among workers and other selected 
groups show Kennedy winning 65 per cent or more of the union 
vote, whereas he took 55 to 60 per cent of it in winning the 
Indiana and N ebraska prim aries earlier this month. 
Furtherm ore, the latest polls, part of a sequence, reveal 
a strong trend toward Kennedy which m ay well prove ir- 
rev ersible. 
Both hawks and doves among blue-collar workers, fed up 
with the Vietnam war for different reasons, are breaking for 
Kennedy. 
Aware of these figures. Kennedy m anagers put them to­ 
gether with published indications of a big Kennedy hold on 
young California voters, a 70 per cent grip on the sizable 
Mexican-American vote and a nearly 90 per cent pull among 
Negroes to produce by far the most optimistic outlook they 
have foreseen for any of the six prim aries he entered. 
Echoing words one of his own aides had used only hours 
before. Kennedy told this reporter with respect to California: 
“We’ve really got something going for us here.” 
A leading Democratic official who favors Humphrey for the 
1968 nomination agrees with Kennedy’s appraisal. 
Kennedy’s Indiana prim ary victory in particular was rooted 
in his pulling power with the Negroes and blue-collar work­ 
ers who long have formed a key part of the great Democratic 
base vote in the nation s big cities. The difference in Cali­ 
fornia is that their numbers and their proportions are so 
much greater that they may add materially to his advantage. 
Democratic leaders say that Negro and Mexican-American 
voters represent almost 25 per cent of the state’s Democratic 
electorate. 
Even more im pressive, in a cross-section sampling of party 
voters. 41 per cent of households checked were found to have 
at least one union member. 
On top of this prospect, Kennedy secs himself well-identi­ 
fied—much in the m anner of New York Gov. Nelson Rocke­ 
feller in the Republican party—with aggressive, constructive 
views on the vexing problems of the nation’s big cities. Cali­ 
fornia is a state of immense urban complexes. 
And, as McCarthy appears to fade somewhat. Kennedy also 
sees more young voters coming his way. Even in Indiana 
lie took them from McCarthy in a ratio of 2 to I, and he could 
do even better here.

LOS ANGELES (NEA) 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy seems well on his way to capturing, 
in the June 4 California primary, a huge proportion of the 
union-blue-collar vote which Sen. Eugene McCarthy never has 
gained this year and Vice President Humphrey is supposed 
to get nationally. 
Private polls taken among workers and other selected 
groups show Kennedy winning 65 per cent or more of the union 
vote, whereas he took 55 to 60 per cent of it in winning the 
Indiana and Nebraska primaries earlier this month. 
Furthermore, the latest polls, part of a sequence, reveal 
a strong trend toward Kennedy which may well prove ir­ 
reversible. 
Both hawks and doves among blue-collar workers, fed up 
with the Vietnam war for different reasons, are breaking for 
Kennedy. 
Aware of these figures, Kennedy managers put them to­ 
gether with published indications of a big Kennedy hold on 
young California voters, a 70 per cent grip on the sizable 
Mexican-American vote and a nearly 90 per cent pull among 
Negroes to produce by far the most optimistic outlook they 
have foreseen for any of the six primaries he entered. 
Echoing words one of his own aides had used only hours 
before. Kennedy told this reporter with respect to California: 
“We’ve really got something going for us here.” 
A leading Democratic official who favors Humphrey for the 
1968 nomination agrees with Kennedy’s appraisal. 
Kennedy’s Indiana primary victory in particular was rooted 
in his pulling power with the Negroes and blue-collar work­ 
ers who long have formed a key part of the great Democratic 
base vote in the nation’s big cities. The difference in Cali­ 
fornia is that their numbers and their proportions are so 
much greater that they may add materially to his advantage 
Democratic leaders say that Negro and Mexican-American 
voters represent almost 25 per cent of the state’s Democratic 
electorate. 
Even more impressive, in a cross-section sampling of party 
voters. 41 per cent of households cheeked were found to have 
at least one union member. 
On top of this prospect, Kennedy sees himself well-identi­ 
fied—much in the manner of New York Gov. Nelson Rocke­ 
feller in the Republican party—with aggressive, constructive 
views on the vexing problems of the nation’s big cities. Cali­ 
fornia is a state of immense urban complexes. 
And, as McCarthy appears to fade somewhat, Kennedy also 
sees more young voters coming his wav. Even in Indiana 
lie took them from McCarthy in a ratio of 2 to I, and he could 
do even better here.
